Californian Found Guilty 
of Fatal Attack on In-

FRESNO, Calif., Dec. 22 (AP) 

Paul Montes Gutierrez, 25-year- 
old cotton picker, was convicted 
yesterday of first degree murder 
in the rape killing of 17-months- 
old Josephine Yanez. 
The verdict of Superior Judge 
Arthur..C. Shepard, who heard 
the Nea cede: a jury, was, with- 
out recommendation, makin 
death penalty automatic. Judge 
Shepard ruled also that Gutierrez 
was sane. 

Peace officers. called the mur- 
der, which occurred Nov. 20, “the 
most vicious ever committed in 
Fresno county.” 

Gutierrez admitted taking the 
child from her parents’ automo- 
bile, parked outside a dance hall 
at Huron, but said he remem- 
bered nothing after falling with 
her. 

Josephine, daughter of ranch 
worker Joe Yanez, 29, and his 
wife, Teya, 22, disappeared in a 
brief interval when neither par- 
ent was in the automobile. 

Searchers found her almost- 
nude, violated body hours later— 
smothered in the mud of a cotton 
field. 

On Nov. 21, Gutierrez was ar- 
rested after fellow employes at 
the’ labor camp where he lived 
noticed blood on his clothes. He 
claimed he was unable to remem- 
ber abusing the child because of 
a “blackout” induced by whisky 
and the first marijuana cigarette 
he ever smoked. 

However, during the trial, he 
broke down on the witness stand, 
crying, “I must have bitten her. 
» « » 1 must have raped the baby. 
. « « They told me I did it and I 
guess | did.” 

Prosecutor James M. Thuesen 
said Gutierrez shoved the baby’s 
face in the mud of a field “while 
she was still alive.” 

The defense contended the baby 
died when Gutierrez fell with her 
and that the murder was not 
planned. 

On the advice of his three 
court-appointed attorneys, Gu- 
tierrez waived a jury trial be- 
cause they “feared public indig- 
nation.”

RUSSIANS, URGES 
INQUIRY INTO FATE 
UF JAP PRISONERS 


General Calls for Investi- 
gation by Neutral Na- 
tion or Red Cross to 
Get Details on Missing 
War Captives. 


By RUSSELL BRINES 
TOKYO, Dee. 22 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today de- 
nounced “callous” Soviet “hypoc- 
risy” and started a move for in- 
dependent investigation of the 


fate of hundreds of thousands of 
missing Japanese war prisoners 
captured by the Russians. 

He said he had requested 
Washington to begin negotiations 
for an investigation either by a 
neutral nation or the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. 

The American occupation com- 
mander issued one of his strong- 
est attacks against the Russians 
after a Soviet walkout on the Al- 
lied Control Council for Japan 
yesterday. This was followed by 
renewed Russian charges that the 
United States was assisting the 
revival of Japanese fascism. 

Charges Called “Twaddle.” 
The charges were made in a 

letter to MacArthur from Lt. Gen. 
Kuzma Derevyanko, head of the 
Russian mission here. In éhe let- 
ter, among other things, the Rus- 
sian accused the Japanese Gov- 
ernment of “oppression.” He also 
gave the letter to the press. 

W. J. Sebald, head of the occu- 
pation diplomatic section, termed 
the letter “unadulterated twaddle.” 

Sebald had told the Council 
yesterday, after the Russian 
walkout, that probably 374,041 of 
the missing Japanese prisoners 
had died in Soviet prison camps. 
He read a lengthy.account of the 
Russians treating prisoners bru- 
tally in “disregard for humanity.” 

Of this MacArthur said today: 

“I can well understand the re- 
luctance of: the Soviet member 
yesterday to listen to so grue- 
some and savage a story . all oan 

wing _ barbarity, co 
well chill and sicken even a hard- 
ened old soldier.” 

After the Russian walkout, W. 
R. Hodgson, British Common- 
wealth member of the Council, 
suggested Switzerland or the Red 
Cross as possible neutral parties 
to investigate the fate of the 
missing Japanese. 

Statement by MacArthur. 
MacArthur’s statement said: 
“I have accepted the wise rec- 

ommendation of the British Com- 
monwealth member ... to seek 
the help of a neutral nation such 
as Switzerland, or of the Inter- 
national Red Cross, to gather the 
fullest possible details of the 
tragic fate of the 376,000 missing 
Japanese prisoners. To this end 
I am requesting the United States 
Government to attempt to nego- 
tiate the necessary arrangements. 
“The Soviet member has now 
given to the press a letter con- 
taining charges of oppression by 
the Japanese Government. These 
moth-eaten charges have been so 
often made by the Soviets and 
so: often irrefutably shown to be 
completely prejudiced, if not ac- 
tually false, that their continued 
repetition could well be ignored 
under normal circumstances as 
merely blatant propaganda. But 
when, as at this moment, they 
are again taken from the shelf 
and freshly dusted off to act as 
a smoke screen to distract atten- 
tion from the investigation of the 
dreadful fate of hundreds of 
thousands of Japanese prisoners, 
probably dead on Soviet soil, 
they represent a callousness of 
hypocrisy I can not fail to de- 
nounce.” 

Jap Crowd at Soviet Mission. 

Meanwhile the Soviet mission 
was under determined siege by 
200 Japanese representatives of 
anxious relatives of missing war 
prisonérs. They were told the 
Russian answer to requests for 
information on further repatria- 
tion “appeared in this morning's 
papers.” oe meg er this referred 
to Derevyariko’s letter.

The strike of 50,000 employes 
of Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. probably will be called tomor- 
row night or early Saturday, un- 
less Gov. Forrest Smith takes 
action tomorrow to halt the 
threatened walkout, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

Gov. Smith has a conference 
scheduled at his office tomorrow 
morning with CIO and telephone 
union leaders, who will suggest 
that the Missouri Governor call 
a conference of the chief execu- 
tives of the six states that would 
be affected by the strike. The 
conferences which would ve sim- 
ilar to the conference of gov- 
ernors that led to settlement of 
the recent Missouri Paeific Rail- 
road strike, was requested yes- 
terday by James A. Davis, execu- 
tive secretary of the Missouri 
State CIO Industrial Union 
Council. 

Tomorrow’s Conferees. 

The Governor today professed 
not to be familiar with details of 
the telephone situation. Sched- 
uled to meet with him tomorrow 
are Davis; Delmond Garst, re- 
gional director of the CIO; D. L. 
McCowen, president of Division 
20, CIO Communication Work- 
ers, the ne employes’ un-

vice president, and Everett E. 
Cotter, attorney. 

It was expected the union men 
will stress that Gov. Smith would 
be performing a distinctive pub- 
lic service if he takes action to 
avert a telephone strike, Union 
leaders indicated that if a meet- 
ing of governors is arranged, tele- 
phone employes are willing to 
wait “a reasonable time” for de- 
velopments favorable to their de- 
mands. States served by South- 
western Bell are Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and part of Illinois. 

Vote Count Nears End. 

The telephone company, which 
announced it would be represent- 
ed at the conference “if we are 
asked,” has not been invited. It 
was expected that if subsequent 
conferences are held the company 
would be represented. 

Final tabulation of the union’s 
strike vote is being made today, 
but complete results will not 
substantially change the four-to- 
one sentiment for strike action 
announced by the union yester- 
day. Approximately 80 per cent 
of the ballots cast have been 
counted by certified public ac- 
countants employed by the union, 
with late returns maintaining the 
four-to-one ratio, it was stated. 

Union leaders said all prepara- 
tions for a strike are in order 
and that the walkout can begin 
“in a matter of minutes” at the 
call of the union negotiating 
committee. Lonergan said union 
officers were having difficulty 
keeping telephone employes in 
some Texas and Missouri com- 
munities on the job. This situa- 
tion led to erroneous reports late 
yesterday that the walkout had

Vance Julian, chairman of the 
Missouri State Mediation Board, 
said his office is prepared to 
assume jurisdiction under the 
King-Thompson Act, which pro- 
hibits strikes in essential util- 
ities.

AFL MAN URGES: 
SOCAL SECURITY 
FORALL WORKER 


| Tells Senate-House Group 


Farmers Also Should 
Be Included in Wel- 
fare Benefits. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (UP)— 
An AFL spokesman asked Con- 
gress today to expand social wel- 
fare benefits to all workers in 
the country. 

George D. Riley, AFL national 
legislative representative, said 
that social security, unemploy- 
ment insurance, and educational 
facilities all should be enlarged. 

He also called for repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley Act, passage of a 
fair employment practices bill, 
and raising the national minimum 
wage from 75 cents to $1 an hour. 
Congress should also put farmers 
in the social benefits system, he 
said. 

Riley testified before a joint 
congressional subcommittee which 
wound up hearings on the low- 
income family problem. 

“The benefits of our social se- 
curity system must be extended 
and liberalized so that a family 
dependent on them can be as- 
sured a decent and comfortable 
standard of living,” Riley said. 

He said the present federal- 
state unemployment system is 
“inadequate” and that it should 
be “replaced by a unified nation- 
al system.” | 

The unemployed worker should 
be given up to 60 per cent of his 
salary for 26 weeks, Riley said, 
and the technologically unem- 
ployed should be helped into new 
fields by a vocational training 
program. 

Mrs. Jack B. Fahy, executive 
director of the American Parents 
Committee, asked for a federal 
aid program for children. 

“Three quarters of the nation’s 
children need dental care,” she 
said. “One third need medical 
care. Ten mililon have poor vi- 
sion. One million have hearing 
defects.” 

She asked that Congress “pro- 
vide physical, dental and mental 
checkups for all school children, 
to be followed by treatment when 
necessary.” 

Beverly Mumford Boyd, of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ, said social and economic 
conditions can create moral and 
spiritual problems that make it 
difficult to live “a good life.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22 
(UP)—A young White Russian 
war bride today faced the bleak 
prospect of spending a second 
Christmas in confinement because 
she once answered a question 
wrong. 

Mrs. Valentina Gardner, 27 
years old, has been held on the 
top floor of the United States ap- 
praiser’s building here for 13 
months. The State Department 
thinks she is an “undesirable” 
alien. 

Her husband, Henry F. Gard- 
ner, 23, a Buffalo (N.Y.) veteran 
of South Pacific campaigns, has 
been allowed to kiss her only 
once since she came to the United 
States. 

They were married in Yoko- 
hama Dec. 24, 1946, after Valen- 
tina and her parents had been 
investigated by the Army’s crim- 
inal investigation division. When 
the couple came to-the United 
States, Mrs. Gardner had to ap- 
pear before an immigration in- 
spector, who asked her this ques- 
tion: 

“Do you believe in the prin- 
ciples and tenets of the present 
Russian government?” 

She hesitated, and then said, 
“ves,” 

Her lawyer, Wayne Collins, 
says Mrs. Gardner did not under- 
stand what the word “tenets” 
meant. She had an eighth grade 
education in a Catholic convent 
in Japan. 

In that same hearing, she was 
asked, “What is your personal 
opinion of the principles and 
tenets of the Communist party?” 

“I don’t know about it,” she 
replied. “I don’t think I would 
like it. I don’t want to go back. 
I think I'd be afraid. It seems

A 50 per cent reduction in the 
number of signatures required to 
obtain an election on the recall 
of elected officers was recom- 
mended for inclusion in the new 
City Charter at a meeting of the 
Board of Freeholders last night. 

The plan was presented by the 
board’s committee on elections, 
which reported that a study of 
the present Charter indicated 
provisions now in force make it 
“unduly difficult” to obtain a re- 
eall election. The committee 
noted, however, that it felt its 
proposal did not create the dan- 
ger of liberalizing the law to the 
extent of subjecting elected -offi- 
cials to recall Guanes too ,fre- 
quently. 

Under the shee. signatures of 
registered voters equal to 10 per 
cent of the registered voters at 
the last regular mayoralty elec- 
tion would be sufficient to obtain 
a recall election, provided, how- 
ever, that the total include 10 per 
cent of the regigtered voters in 
<4 least half the 28 wards of the 
city. 

The present Charter requires 
signatures of registered voters 
equal to 20 per cent of those reg- 
istered at the last regular mayor- 
alty election, and provides that 
the total number of signatures 
shall include 20 per cent of the 
registered voters in at least two- 
thirds of the wards. 

No Change on Aldermen. 

In the case of an alderman 
elected from a ward, the com- 
mittee made no change in the 
present Charter provision, which 
requires signatures of 20 per cent 
of the registered voters in the 
ward to a recall petition before 
the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners can order an election. 

-The committee also recom- 
mended that the Board of Alder- 
men be authorized to regulate 
municipal . elections, including 
primaries; when permitted to do 
so by state law. It reported it 
gave no consideration to the pos- 
sibility of providing a single bal- 
lot at primaries*because its coun- 
sel had held such a _ proposal 
would be in conflict with state 
law and therefore invalid. 

In addition, the committee sug- 
gested authorizing the aldermen 
to provide for voting by absentees 
or disabled persons whenever it

CHICAGO, Dec. 22. 


THIRD of the nation — the middle third — is in need of 
housing assistance, now available only in limited measure, in

leaders agreed at a press seminar here under auspices of the Public 


Administration Clearing House. 

Coinciding with this discussion 
was the recent disclosure at 
Washington that President Tru- 
man‘expects to stress housing for 
middle-income families in the ad- 
ministration’s legislative program 
for the coming session of Con- 
gress. The President had a con- 
ference on this plan yesterday. 

A big step towards housing for 
the nation’s lower third on the 
economic scale was taken in the 
1949 Housing Act, which author- 


ized 810,000 more dwelling units) 


in “public” or low-rent housing. 
At present only 172,000 such units | 
of permanent type are in use. (St. 
Louis has 1315 units, is preparing 
to build 704 more, has authoriza- 
tion for 5800 more, and proposes 
an additional 6200.) 
Status of Top Third. 


For the top third, with the big-| 
gest incomes, there is genera?| 
agreement that no serious hous- | 
ing problem exists. The private) 
construction industry has operat- | 


ed extensively in this field’ since | 
In the last five years | 


the war. 
more than 3,600,000 dwellings of 
all types in thacities and suburbs 
have been provided, and a con- 
siderable portion of them have 
been suited only to the purses of 
the top third. (In St. Louis the 
disproportionately small number 


of 5133 dwellings has been pro-' 


vided in the last five years, in the 
city, but a much greater volume 
in the suburbs.) 

The biggest step yet in to | 
encourage middle-income housing 
is in the slum clearance and ur- 
ban rehabilitation chapter of the 
1949 Housing Act. Missouri and 
a number of other states have | 
enacted urban redevelopment | 
laws designed to aid in this field, 
but these are largely untried. 
Some states and cities Have begun | 
to take direct action also. (St. 
Louis is making plans for 5000 | 
housing units adjoining the down- 
town district, under the laws '| 
mentioned.) 

President Truman talked at 
Washington yesterday with Ray- 
mond M. Foley, head of the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, on plans for the middle 
third. Foley said to reporters as 
he left the White House that 
some of the contemplated legis- 
lation already is pending in Con- 
gress, but that additional bills 
remained to be drafted. 

Mortgage Insurance Plan. 

The proposed program, Foley 
said, would adapt the principle 
of federal insurance of private 
mortgages to middle-income hous- 
ing; proyide for co-operative 


housing in this field, and estab-. 


lish a permanent system of insur- 
ing mortgages for rental housing 
to replace a wartime emergency 
arrangement. 

Leading measure in this field 
at present is Senate bill 2246, by 
Senator John J. Sparkman (Dem.) 
of Alabama, which includes a 
detailed provision for co-operative 
housing. This has been approved 
by the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee by a 7 to 6 
vote, and there is a commitment 
to bring it up on the Senate floor 
before March 15. 

One of those who told the press 
seminar last week that broad leg- 
islation for middle-income hous- 
ing is expected to be enacted 
was Nathaniel S. Keith, director 
of HHFA’s slum clearance and 
eurban redevelopment division. He 
said this type of housing was a 
logical use for slum clearance 
areas acquired, with federal aid, 
for redevelopment. 

The same view was expressed 
by leaders with varied interests 
in the housing movement. They 
agreed that the needs for low- 
rent public housing and for m#éd- 
dle-income housing went hand-in- 
hand, and should be faced simul- 
taneously, but that the big prob- 
lem for the nation now was the 
later group, whose wage earners 
make too much to be eligible for 
public housing. 

“The only thing a third of the 
population has in the way of hope 
is a parenthetical expression in 
the preamble of the 1949 Housing 
Act,” said David L. Krooth, for- 
mer general counsel of the Pub- 
lic Housing Administration, with 
reference to the middle third. 
“The plain fact is there’s nothing 
on the books today that will pro- 
duce housing for a very sub- 
stantial segment of the American 
people. Many unions fought hard 
for the public housing bill, al- 
though their members earn too 
much to be eligible for public 
housing. 

“Our problem now is to pro- 
vide for families, whose income 
may average $2500 to $4000 a 
year that can afford rent of $55 
or $60 a month. FHA-insured 
rental projects of the ‘608’ type 
charge an average rent of $96 a 
month for two-bedroom apart- 
ments. 

“It’s a question of public pol- 
icy. If Congress meant what it 
said in the preamble of the 1949 
act, and with a third of the peo- 
ple if this fo man’s area, this is 
a proper field for Government 
loans.” 


View of Un _-n Leader. 

John A. Edelman, Washington 
representative of the CIO Textile 
Workers’ Union, calling for im- 
mediate legislation for housing for 
the middle third, said: 

The whole fight is going to 
‘be, “Who's to furnish the |" 
money, and how?’ Labor groups 


- 


are taking the stand that noth- 
ing will come of this’ movement 
ugless we get direct loans from 
the Government, to non-profit 
groups. These should bear inter- 
est at the Government’s cost of 
money, about 2% per cent, plus a 
4% per cent service charge, and 
should cover 95 per cent or may- 
be 100 per cent, of the invest- 
ment. In addition, we’re fighting 
for a 60-year mortgage period, 
but would settle for less, probably 
40 years. We want this plan ad- 
ministered by a separate agency 
within HHFA.” 


There might be some “pallia- 
tion” of the plan for direct gov- 
ernment loans, Edelman said, 
whereby “private business can 
| get some of the loans, 
probably would bear higher in- 
|terest, reflected in rents. The 
plan, he added, would produce 
lower rents than FHA-insured 
‘commercial mortgages, because of 
‘the lower charge for money. 


Sponsors of the movement pre- 
fer loans to co-operatives and 
‘Other associations, limited-divi- 
dend corporations, and public 
housing agencies that are willing 
and legally able to handle middle- 
income housing. (The St. Louis 
Housing Authority presumably 
could qualify). 

Question of Eligibility. 

The question of what consti- 

tutes a middle-income family re- 


mains to be settled. Eligibility of 
the lower third for public hous- 
ing is fixed by income standards 
that vary with size and conditions 
of individual cities. (In St. Louis 
'maximum income for admission 
‘is $1800, for continued tenancy, 
$2500). Above this, the -middle 
group starts. Edelman believes it 
should go to $6000 before gradu- 
ation into the top bracket. 

If middle income is considered 
to be the $2500-$6000 range, and 
if the general idea that a family 
can spend a fifth to a quarter of 
its income for rent is accepted, 
the safe- rent range would be 
from $41 to $125 a month—but a 
big proportion of families would 
be limited to not more than per- 
haps $62. 

Many Negro families would be 
among those able to enjoy mod- 
ern middle income housing, due 
to recent economic advances. The 
seminar was told that 10,000 Ne- 
gro families, or about a quarter 
of those now tenants in public 
housing, no longer are eligible to 
remain, because of increased in- 
comes. 

Hope that middle-income hous- 
ing might be provided without 
Governmental aid was expressed 
by an officer of a large private 
financial institution, who asked 
that his identity be withheld. His 
organization is engaged in some 
large-scale housing promotion as 
a private venture—but is count- 
ing on material aid in the form 
of reduced site cost under federal 
slum clearance grants: 

He told of the problems con- 
fronting private investors who 
seek to work in the middle in- 


come field, due largely to the ex- 
treme difficulty of producing 


‘dwellings with more refinements 


than low-rent public housing, and 
therefore worth higher rent, but 
without the advantages of federal 
or local aid or tax exemption. 
Parks, Closing of Streets. 

“The great housing market,” he 
continued, “is in the field imme- 
diately above public housing, but 
private capital is very sensitive 
about entering this, particularly 
where it acts in a trust capacity. 
It will take able, energetic lead- 
ership on the political level to 
help the private investor in this 
field. This leadership can be 
shown in such ways as closing 
streets ‘or providing parks for 
projects. 

“I don’t know how to build any- 
thing decent that can rent for less 
than $20 a room, or $85 a month 
for a two-bedroom unit. In New 
York City, the rent differential, 
based on whether or not you have 
to pay taxes on the project, is $12 
to $16 a month per apartment, so 
the private builder has to give 
tenants something to show for the 
money.” 

This spokesman took up the 
much-discussed matter of life in- 
surance company investment in 
housing. He expressed the opin- 
ion that insurance companies 
never could earn more than 4 per 


experience frequently has been 
between 3 and 4 per cent. In 
contrast, he pointed out that an 
insurance company could earn 4 
per cent by investing in FHA- 
insured mortgages, without the 
risk and problems of building its 
own projects. 

The general discussion indi- 
cated belief that the insurance 
concerns could be counted on for 
limited participation at best as di- 
rect participants in middle in- 
come housing. (St. Louis contem- 
plates financing through FHA 
mortgages, which could be ex- 
pected to attract insurance invest- 
ment). 

‘lew Approach Needed. 

Philip M. Klutznick of Chicago, 
who is engaged in large-scale pri- 
vate housing, told the large group 
of reporters: “In the last 10 or 
15 years there has been a diminu- 
tion of the sphere where private 
enterprise can operate. We need 
a hew approach. We're going to 
have to face the realities of costs,

Back to the Insull Age? 


Governor is in-° 


A new tack on which the Government pro- 
poses financing the development of Alaska is 
questionable, as was the old one, It would pro- 
vide loans for private companies to set up 
cement plants and industries developing Alaska’s 
timber and minerals. It would enable the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to spend 
money to clear and level land for farms, an op- 
eration whose high cost stands in the way of 
agriculture. 

Last year the Department of Interior pro- 
posed to set up an Alaska development ad- 
ministration which would have built Govern- 
ment industries and businesses in Alaska, for 
eventual lease to private companies if feasible. 

Neither of these plans seems to allot the tasks 
between Government and private business in 
such a way as to keep possible mistakes at a 


. minimum. The first plan would have begun 


with a completely socialistic state, a mistake 
from the point of view of many Americans; and 
would have opened up the possibility of ex- 


cessive subsidy for private business if the de-. 


velopments were turned over to it. 

In the new plan this latter danger still per- 
sists; it could be misused as a kind of social- 
ism for the few—a privileged few. Both plans 
would put the Unitei States Treasury into the 
business of lending venture capital to industry, 
a highly questionable Government activity, 
which has already raised many doubts in the 
case of the RFC loan in this country to Lustron 
for prefabricated steel houses. 

Private venture capital can be raised for 
Alaskan development, it was demonstrated last 
year when construction of a $38,000,000 pulp 
mill near Ketchikan was begun, and already 
another $30,000,000 pulp mill is planned near 
Sitka. It took some time to bring this about, 
but it ought to be an encouragement for still 
further capital to take a chance in Alaska and 
grow up with the country. 

Without question the Government will have 
to be a collaborator in Alaskan development, 
for it is too big a job to be performed suc- 
cessfully by either private enterprise or Gov- 
ernment acting alone. Government could serve 
best, it seems, by supplying the environment 
which would encourage and enable private com- 
panies to go ahead: low-cost and abundant elec- 
tric power (four projects have been planned); 
a real highway connecting Alaska with the 
United States (the present highway is a high- 
way in name only); and reasonable shipping 
rates from the United States (by breaking up 
the present Government-supported monopoly and 
encoufaging competition under regulation). 
Clearing and leveling land for farming is also 
a function which Government may have to per- 
form. 

Alaska must be developed both for national 
security and for national prosperity. In taking 
steps in this direction, it is important that this 
country get off on the right foot.

Credit for East St. Louis 


Laws concerning racial segregation in educa- 
tion differ greatly on the two sides of the Mis- 
sissippi at St. Louis. In Missouri, the State 
Constitution makes segregation a matter of pub- 
lic policy, but it authorizes the Legislature to 
change the policy by simple enactment. That is 
what is proposed with respect to the University 
of Missouri. In Illinois, it is unlawful to prac- 
tice segregation, yet in some communities the 
anti-discrimination law has been ignored. East 
St. Louis has been one of the communities 
which has ignored the law. 

Thanks to unanimous vote of the East St. 
Louis School Board, that policy is now changed. 
Beginning Jan. 30, Negro school children will be 
free to go to the school nearest their homes even 
though the school is one previously reserved for 
white children. The decision was prompted by 
the prospective loss of $677,989 in state aid. A 
law passed this year requires that Illinois school 
aid funds be withheld from districts which prac- 
tice segregation. 

This is not the first time that financial con- 
siderations have been a factor in winning a 
greater measure of social justice. Whatever the 
cause, East St. Louis has now taken the fair step 
which will enable it to conform with the state 
policy. Its School Board, under the leadership 
of Miss Bernice Goedde, appeals to “all citizens, 
especially parents, students and teachers to elim- 
inate all types of prejudice, bias and intolerance 
so as to insure equal opportunity in the class- 
room and other school activities.” 


, Surely East St. Louis will measure up to this 


opportunity to demonstrate its belief in funda- 
ental democracy. With some 5000 Negro 
pupils in a public school population of 13,000, 
East St. ‘Louis can lead the way in non- 
segregation in this area just as it has led the 
way in the adoption of voting machines for its 
elections. 
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Geography Is Not the Issue 


Should the impending vacancy on the Missouri 
Supreme Court be filled by an able appointee 
from St. Louis? 

A letter on this page contends that the Post- 
Dispatch gave too much weight to the St. Louis 
argument last Sunday when we discussed the 
choice before Gov, Smith. Another letter writer, 
Claude Arnold, member of the bar at Dexter, in 
Southeast Missouri, takes the same view.

We appreciate these comments from our read- 
ers. Geography certainly should not be a con- 
trolling consideration and there are times when 
it is no consideration at all. The Post-Dispatch 
has frequently opposed narrow choices which 
seemed to be based primarily on geography. 
Neither did we do or say anything in criticism 
of Commissioner Dalton, who, as a Supreme 
Court Commissioner, will continue in the work 
of the State Supreme Court even though he 
ron not be chosen by Gov. Smith.

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the bar is important when committees are ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court. 

Assuming that the three nominees under the 
court plan are equally good, then Gov. Smith’s 
responsibility is to choose the one who can do 
most to help in the work of the highest court at 
Jefferson City. Without the slightest disparage- 
ment to the nominee from Cape Girardeau, we 
believe that with two Supreme Court Judges 
from Kansas City and four from outstate Mis- 
souri, the next one should come from the com- 
munity which produces a major part of the 
court's work. 
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The Levantine Pot A-Boil 

The Kremlin keeps such a big kettle simmer- 
ing on the international stove that nobody pays 
much attention when the lid blows off a pot in 
the Levant. Nevertheless, there is more than a 
struggle between local “ins” and “outs” behind 
the latest coup in Syria. Indeed, were it not 
for the measure of solidarity which the East 
forces on the West, this might have been the sig- 
nal for trouble between Britain and France. 

The British had a hand in pushing the French 
out of Syria and Lebanon before Paris could get 
back on its feet after the German occupation. 
But the French have never cheerfully accepted 
this curtailment of their influence. While Leb- 
anon has remained rather steadfastly pro- 
French, French agents have been busy one way 
and another in Syria. The result has been al- 
most a year of more or less intermittent civil 
war. 


When Col. Hushi Zayim seized power in Feb- 
ruary, he did so as a friend of France. When he 
was overthrown in turn by Gen. Sami Hennawi, 
Syrian policy was switched in a pro-British di- 
rection. As Correspondent George Weller ex- 
plains, relations became more cordial with Brit- 
tain’s protege, King Abdullah of Jordan.* The 
Syrian parliament was about to come out for a 
“Greater Syria,” including Syria, Iraq and Jor- 
dan, definitely in the British orbit, when Col. 
Adem Sheishakli seized power a few days ago. 
Again the weathervane veered. The new regime 
is anti-Abdullah, anti-London and more or less 
pro-Paris. Also, it may get the support of most 
of the Arab states other than Jordan. 

Behind this cloak-and-dagger struggle between 
the British and French for influence there lies, 
of course, the old story of Middle Eastern oil. 
But with both Britain and France in economic 
trouble and with Moscow always looming on the 
horizon, it seems that these two ought to stop 
rocking the boat on which both may depend for 
survival. Surely, neither Longon nor Paris can 
afford to play the old imperialist game at the 
midpoint of this twentieth century. 
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Christmas in the John Marshall Club 


St. Louis Republican lawyers in the John 
Marshall Club celebrated Christmas by inviting 
Bourke B. Hickenlooper, Iowa’s gift to the 
United States Senate, to discourse to them on 
the perils of the United States, the merits of the 
Republicans, and the sins of the Democrats.

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Wise Advice and Foolish 


Senator Vandenberg, the Republican party’s 
most influential spokesman on foreign affairs, 
has added his voice to the chorus which is de- 
manding reductions in Marshall pldn spending 
next year. 

At a press conference at which he offered the 
nation a strange combination of good and bad 
advice, the Michigan Senator said Marshall plan 
and arms aid spending should be cut becaus®é 
the United States budget must be reduced “all 
along the line.” At the same time, however, he 
pointed out that foreign aid is “dictated by our 
own intelligent self-interest, and the greatest of 
all economy is to stop another war before it 
starts or to win it if it does. 

The Senator’s own explanation of the reasons 
for foreign aid does not dovetail with the cry for 
reduction in foreign spending. It is possible 
that our budget for security could be reduced 
without loss. It is also possible that more money 
should be spent. Thus far the nation has not 
been given the information it needs in order to 
make up its mind. 

Until the men who have been charged with the 
responsibility for rebuilding western Europe and 
securing our defenses have given their reports 
and their estimates of future needs, the clamor 
for economy in this vital field smacks of politics 
rather than reasoned conviction. 
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The Real Glory 

A goodly number of St. Louisans must well 
remember the Shakespeare statue in Chicago's 
Lincoln Park, the one which has become such a 
problem for the park policemen.

The national controversy over the but- 
ter and margarine situation has given me 
a great inspiration. This is such a wonder- 
ful idea that it should have been thought 
of long ago, and the fact. that nothing 
previously has been done reveals that 
American industry has failed to exercise 
the privileges and opportunities open to 
it under our enlightened form of gov- 
ernment. 

I am identified with the electrical in- 
dustry, and have a strong preference for 
this form of energy; so strong that over 
the years I have convinced myself that 
all other forms should be abolished, in the 
public interest. Naturally, I use an elec- 
tric range in our kitchen at home, and 
being completely satisfied that it possesses 
greater merit than competitive gas ranges, 
I. propose, with the help of others, to 
launch a program that would protect 
customers against this dangerous and in- 
ferior rival. The plan is justified on 
grounds that we—the electric interests— 
are larger; we represent more employes 
(voters) and cut a bigger figure in the 
national economy than the gas group. 


How the Line Goes 


Therefore, we need special advantages 
to help us maintain our position of leader- 
ship. Otherwise we might not prosper, 
and that would be a bad thing for the 
country. Adversity might also cause us to 


transfer our political allegiance to another - 


party. 

The silly legal point concerning com- 
binations in restraint of trade need not 
bother us. The dairy industry blazed the 
trail a couple of generations ago when 
our democracy was far less liberal and 
advanced than it is today. In fact every 
one of the items in this proposal is copied 
from the laws of our fair land with respect 
to butter and margarine competition. 
Hence, its absurdity cannot be said to ex- 
ceed that of the sources which it was de- 
rived. 

I pro that Congress enact the fol- 
lowing legislation: 

1, A measure to require that all gas 
ranges be produced with black finish, 
for- purposes of identification. Since the 
natural color of ranges is white, the white 
finish should be set aside for our ex- 
clusive use, in perpetuity.

3. For the purpose of discouraging gas 
range sales still further, we should require 
each dealer to placard his establishment 
with warnings, in letters not less than 3 
inches high, stating that the proprietor 
is trafficking in gas ranges. The phrase 
“caveat emptor” need not be added, the 
implication being sufficient. Likewise, 
each restaurant where a gas range is used 
must have the dining room well posted in 
a similar manner, for the guidance of pa- 
trons who may wish to be forewarned. 

4. Compel the manufacturer to identify 
each gas range with “caution” labels on 
all exposed surfaces, ostensibly as a pro- 
tective ‘measure, but also to transmit to 
the buyer a distinct impression that the 

roduct is a substitute for something 

etter. 


5. None of the foregoing restrictions or 
special taxes should apply to our electric 
range industry. Furthermore, we require 
and are entitled to the following privileges: 

(a) The right to finish our product in 
black or any other color, at the factory, 
should we find that our natural white 
color is losing ground in consumer prefer- 
ence, 

(b) A subsidy from the public, paid 
through the Federal Government, so that 
we cannot lose money in producing our 
merchandise. This financial support is not 
to be repaid during periods of prosperity 
or scarcity when profits may be excessive. 
The gas range manufacturers shall not 
qualify for such benefits.

$100,000 ART GLASS 
RETURNED TO SWISS 
AFTER 100 YEARS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
Six stained glass panels valued 
at $100,000 will return to their 
home in a Swiss town for Christ- 
mas after a century's absence. 


The panels are the gift of H. C. 
Honegger, a New York importer 
and their present owner. Honeg- 
ger had fitted the windows into 
his home in Forest Hills. 


Friends sent Honegger news- 
paper clippings in which a Swiss 
professor of art bemoaned the 
disappearance of the glass panels 
from the town of Sempach a cen- 
tury ago.

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son is facing the realities like a 
good soldier. Clearly if domestic 
programs must be trimmed, as it 
is expected they’ will be trimmed 
in the President’s budget, then 
any new foreign programs are 
clearly out of the question. While 
this can hardly make the secre- 
tary happy, he is not complaining. 


Can’t Coast Along. 


The danger—and it ‘s a very 
real danger—is that the whole 
momentum of America’s positive 
postwar foreign policy will be 
lost. It is not sa much that the 
tempo must be sustained by ever 
more and more spending on for- 
eign programs. But it is not 
enough merely to coast on what 
may be left intact after Congress 
has finished slashing present pro- 
grams. 


That, or course, raises the big 
question—the Far East and the 
struggle against Communism in 
Asia. The need for a construc- 
tive new program that would be 


|tied in to the problem of Euro- 


pean recovery and, above all, to 
the British debt in the Far East 
and the Middle East, is glaringly 
obvious. 

It has been considered likely 
that Point IV programs for India | 
and Pakistan, and perhaps also | 
for Iran, would be forthcoming 
shortly after Jan. 1. These would 
be large-scale loans to start new 
irrigation, hydroelectric and in- 
dustrial projects. 


World Bank Help? 


But, as of today at any rate, the 
decision is against any such pro- 
gram. The World Bank is being 
looked to as the source of con- 
struction loans. Likewise, the 
bank and the International Mone- 
tary Fund will, it is hoped, step 
in and help to work out some ad- 
justment of the vast World War II 
debts that Britain owes to India, 
| Pakistan, Egypt, Iran and almost

After all, our foreign policy 
planners point out, the World 
Bank is a very rich and flourish- 
ing institution. Its bonds sell 
| readily to the financial commu- 
|nity in New York. The bank has 
lalready granted two loans to 
| India, one for $34,000,000 for 

railroad construction and a sec- 
ond for $10,000,000 for land rec- 
lamation. A third application for 
$25,000,000 for steam-generating 
equipment for India’s power sys- 
tem is under active discussion. 


\Retreat in Germany? 


From the point of view of un- 
derstanding and good will, Prime 
Minister Nehru’s visit to America 
was considered a great success. 
But it did not, as Nehru told 
some of his close friends in Lon- 
don on his return journey, hap- 
pen quite as he had expected. 
He had thought that the United 
States would ask commitments 
from him, particularly on China 
and Communism, and that in 
turn he would ask for commit- 
ments from this country.  In- 
stead, nothing was asked and 
nothing specific was offered. 


In response to an invitation 
from- President Truman, the 
Prime Minister of Pakistan, Lii- 
quat Ali Khan, will visit Amer- 
ica. Planned for next May, his 
visit is expected to follow the pat- 
tern of Nehru’s journey. 

On the foreign side the great- 
est concern is felt over possible 
cuts by an economy-minded Con- 
gress in the appropriation for ad- 
ministering the German occupa- 
tion. At best, the plans and 
hopes centering around the West 
German Government of Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer are based 
on shaky premises. If the prop 
of financial support is pulled out, 
the whole structure can come 
crashing down. 


Russia’s Berlin Game. 


Special concern is feit for Ber- 
lin, where unemployment remains 
at a critically high ievel. if the 
Russians continue to play it quiet, 
as they have been doing, ‘stress- 
ing the phony facade of their 
East German Government where 
all is peace and prosperity, then 
increasingly Berlin will drop out 
of the news and Congress and 
the public will become indiffer- 
ent to the urgent needs of the 
occupation. 

That is the foreign picture as 
it louRs to the men who carry 
the heavy burden of responsibil- 
ity. A following column will dis- 
cuss the ‘cuts in the defense pro- 
gram and their effect on national 
policy.

The name is Edward B. 
Cochems, who pioneered foot- 
ball in the play that built great 
stadia and bowls from ocean 
to ocean and packed them with 
millions of people and heaps of - 
dollars—the forward pass.

The gridiron world never 
has recognized ,fully its debt 
to this man who dramatized 
football shows in a way that 
has enriched universities, pro- 
vided profitable careers for 
graduate players and coaches 
and indirectly-led to the re- 
markable buildup of both F sae 
fessional and collegiate foot- 
ball interest. 

Many football men have been 
publicized since that day when 
Princeton and Rutgers teams 
first launched football on its 
career, long ago... . And 
when football’s Hall of Fame 
is eventually erected at New 
Brunswick, N.J., the name of 
Cochems should rate with that 
of Walter Camp and others of 
the game’s pioneers for his 
contribution in perceiving the 
possibility .of the forward pass 
as it is today.

In his letter Cochems pays a 
tribute to Frank Leahy, Notre 
Dame’s great “coach of the 
year,” ranking with the nation’s 
top gridiron teachers of his- 
tory.

“T rate Leahy one of the all- 
time great coaches of football 
and admire him for his use 
of psychology to keep ,up team 
morale. ...

Cochems, in his letter, raps 
the tremendous  dollars-and- 
cents overemphasis in the col- 
lege game. whereby colleges, 
catering to non-university pa- 
tronage, subsidize athletes 
either openly or secretly, with 
the consent and aid of faculties 
and even of state officials. In 
part he says of the present-day 
trend of intercollegiate football: 

“I am afraid that commer- 
cialism in college ranks will be 
the undoing of (collegiate) ama- 
teurism. . . . When governors 
and legislatures aid in publicly 
exploiting a campus game for 
mercenary purposes, isn’t it 
about time to try to save some 
semblance of amateurism?. . 
Some of our more respected 
conferences should decline to 
schedule their teams against 
those other groups who bra- 
zenly ignore the rules of ama- 
teur ethics.”

Smallest ‘Take’ 
Since 1943 From 
New York Races 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22 (AP)— 
New York’s 1949 thoroughbred 
racing season yielded the state its 
smallest revenue since 1943, the 
annual report of the State Racing 
Commission revealed today. 

Commission figures show that 
the season just past brought a 


total of $20,318,955.92 into the 
state coffers. That represents a 
drop of 9 per cent from last 
year’s $22,370,878.49. The peak 
was reached in the boom year of 
1945 when, despite a curtailed 
campaign which lasted only 154 
days, the state drew down $30,- 
324,075.29. 


Total wagerimg over a 196-day 
span this year came to $303,332,- 
958, a decline of less than 9 per 
cent from 1948. The attendance, 
which hit 4,152,123, was down less 
than 6 per cent. 


Purse distribution amounted to 
$7,913,634, compared to the all- 
time high in 1948 of $8,874,940. 


The year 1949 marked New 
York’s tenth with pari-mutuels 
betting, which had its advent in 
1940. During that first 178-day 
term, betting totaled $103,700, 
926, attendance was 2,054,315 and 
the state received $6,066,367.35. 

The commission’s report again 
attacked the 5 per cent city or 
county tax on betting which has 
existed in New York since 1946. 
That, plus the state and tracks’ 
share, makes the total “take” 
here 15 per cent. 

“Despite its heavier tax bur- 
den,” said the report, “New York 
fared much better for the year 
than did other racing states... 
considering the times and New 
York’s tax handicap, racing, in 
the opinion of the commission, 
has turned in another good year.”

The number of 
jobs available and cash payments 
for the jobs will be listed pub- 
licly. , 

“We will have no dealings under 
the table,” Eisenhower added. 
“Everything will be completely in 
the open, under the _ strict 
N.C.A.A. (National Collegiate 
Athletic Association) rules, of 


course. 
“I'd give anything if all col- 
leges would publish their job 
lists and their payments to play- 
ers, so that high school athletes 

would know what to expect.” 
Kansas State is a member of 
the Big Seven Conference. Foot- 
ball at the school has been at a 
low point for the past five years. 
Last season K-State won its first 
conference. game since 1944.’ Al- 
in football, the col- 


would call for an addition of one 
man to the coaching staff, increas- 
ing the number of jobs for foot- 
ball players and hiking the pay. 

At present Kansas State pro- 
vides 55 jobs in football and 22 
in basketball, he added. A maxi- 
mum of $60 monthly for working 
athletes has been provided.

“The objective of this rule is 


for deliberate, unwarranted and 
unsportsmanlike action by a run- 
ner in leaving the baseline for 
the obvious purpose of crashing 
the pivot man on a double play 
rather than trying to seach his 
base.” 

Shortstops and second basemen 
who have been hurtled through 
space by football-minded runners 
probably will get some relief. The 
“rolling block” came in for some 
hot criticism last summer when 
the New York Yankees and Bos- 
ton Red Sox took turns bowling 
over infielders. 

Infielders Warned, Too. 

The infielder, too, was warned 
against roughness. When an in- 
fielder who does not have the 
ball “obstructs” a runner, the 
umpire can determine the pen- 
alty. 

For instance, if a batter hits 
a ball against the fence that the 
umpire thinks was long enough 
for a triple, he can award the 
batter three bases if he is “ob- 
structed” at first. by a shove, or 
trip. 

The committee has been work- 
ing on the job for nine months, 
trying to reduce some of the gob- 
bledegook of the old rules to 
plain English. It was a tough job. 

Now the wording is simple and 
direct so that a sandlot kid can 
understand it. 

Ten general divisions of the 
rules have been made, running 
from an opening section of the 
game’s objectives through offen- 
sive and defensive rules to the 
scoring regulations.

brates his eighty-seventh birth- 
day today but whether baseball's 
Connie Mack was born Dec. 22 or 
23, 1862, is still an open question. 

“I have been told I arrived in 
the middle of the night,” said the 
manager of the Philadelphia Ath- 
letics.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 (AP)-—~ 
The Government today tightened 
up its for keeping sci- 
entific and technical data from 
going to Russia. 

The Commerce Department an- 
nounced that “in exceptional 
cases” it will impose an outright 
bar on export of technical in- 
formation which is ‘ ‘significant to 
the national security.” 

The obvious object—though not 
stated in the official statement— 
is to keep such information from 
reaching the Russians. The main 
aim is to help a private firm 


gi withhold matter affecting na- 


tional security when the firm has 

a contract that would be breached 

by refusing to make shipments. 
Firms Requested Advice. 

Recently, the department set 
up a “voluntary control plan” 
over export of information. It 
asked Americans to get an opin- 
ion from it before exporting data 
which might have a _ security 
value. 

Some firms requested advice 
and were given opinions against 
sending the data abroad. Later, 
they reported they would like to 
withhold it, but feared law suits 
for breach of contract. The im- 
position of bars on expert is in- 
tended to relieve these persons 


'| from danger of suit, since they 


ecah show the shipment was for- 
bidden’by United States Govern- 
ment action. 

No bar is likely to be imposed 
except in a case where the,pros- 
pective shipper of information 
takes his problem to the Com- 
merce Department. 

Officials pointed out no com- 
plete bar could be imposed unless 
there was a censorship on all 
mail leaving the United States. 
They stressed there is no inten- 
tion whatsoever of setting up 
such a censorship. 

Present Provisions Stand. 

Neither the voluntary control 
plan nor the prospective bars in 

“exceptional cases” will supplant 
current provisions against. export 
of technical data classified by the 
Government as security or secret 
matter. Other Government regu- 
lations will continue to take care 
of those cases. 

The department said the plan 
does not cover exports of adver- 
tising catalogues or pamphlets, 
assembly or operating directions, 
or other information of this type 
generally available to the trade or 
public. It does cover “advanced 
technical development, tech- 
nology, information; .and ‘know- 
how, including prototypes and 
special installations.” 

There is nothing in the plan to 
keep Russian agents from buying 
Government documents covering 
patents. Under present law, the 
patent office must sell them to’ 
all comers.

Peter’s Burial 


Place Likely During Holy Year oa 


Excavations Under Way More Than 10 Years 
—No Decision Yet Whether Pilgrims 
May Visit Them.

ILGRIMS of the 1950 Holy Year, like pilgrims of 16 earlier 
centuries, will visit the sites in Rome which long have been 
believed to he the burial places of Saints Peter and Paul. Like 
Popes who have preceded him since the fourteenth centyry, Pius XII 
has specified that pilgrims seeking the Holy Year indulgence should 
visit the churches of St. Peter and St. Paul (which are said to occupy 
the respective burial spots) and also two other main churches, the 
Church of St. John at the Lateran and the Church of Mary the 


Greater. 

All four of the churches — 
which have been. improved, re- 
stored or rebuilt through the cen- 
turies — occupy sites on which 
some of Christendom’s earliest 
churches were erected in the 
fourth century A.D. 

For the first time in centuries 
pilgrims going to St. Peter’s for 
the 1950 Holy Year will have new 
archeological information bearing 
on the tradition of Peter’s en- 
tombment. For more than 10 
years excavations have been un- 
der way beneath St. Peter's 
Basilica. 

One Sensational Report. 


Vatican officials have declined 
to confirm a sensational mid- 
summer report that Peter’s bones 
had been rediscovered and placed 
for safekeeping in the Pope’s pri- 
vate chapel, but there have been 
repeated Vatican hints’ that 
enough evidence has been found 
to indicate that Peter was in- 
terred at the spot now covered 
at St. Peter’s by Michael Argelo’s 
famous 440-foot Renaissance 
dome. 

In January of this year Pope 
Pius commented that St. Peter’s 
Basilica covers the area where 
“was and is the place of Peter's 
grave.” Earlier the Pope indi- 
cated that the excavators had 
found the “trophaeum” or monu- 
ment to Peter which is mentioned 
in Christian records of about 
200 A.D. 

The Rome news agency A.R.1., 
which specializes in Catholic 
news, has reported that the place 
where Peter was buried has been: 
found “with mathematical cer- 
tainty.” Informed Vatican sources 
have added that three superim- 
posed altars of a significant type 
have been discovered and that 
excavations have uncovered “a 
venerable place of cult” which 
was in use “long before the time 
of Constantine (first Christian 
Emperor of Rome, 307-337 A.D.).”

Ozark Deer Hunt 
‘Venison in Camp’ 


With Just One Shot 


By Leonard Hall 


r ITTING around the frepiace at T. L. 
Wright's cabin on Current River, the night 
before the season ended, we discussed the 

friendly controversy which goes on throughout 
the year regarding 
the Missouri deéetr 
herd. Sportsmen, 
farmers, foresters 
and game techni- 
cians all have ideas 
on this subject, 
though the ideas 
differ’ considerably. 
About the only 
point of general 
agreement is that 
there are a lot 
more deer than 
there were 12 years 
ago, when the herd 
reached its all-time 
low of some 2400 
animals. 

Aside from this, the main thing seems to be 
that we know far too little about the white tails: 
How many there are; where they are located, 
by counties or forest areas; what is the rate of 
increase; are food supplies adequate and ex- 
actly what constitutes deer food in different 
years and at different seasons? Is the illegal 
kill so heavy that it endangers the herd? Are 
there better hunting methods which might in- 
crease the element of sport and the ratio of 
hunting success? What forestry practices might 
improve the deer range and how do these fit 
in with the growing of timber? 

* * * 


THE COMMISSION CONTINUES cautious in 
its estimates of the size of the herd, which is 
all to the good if caution is not carried too far. 
We certainly want to escape, here in the Ozark 
country, the disaster which has overtaken the 
deer in other states. There, due to lack of ac- 
curate methods of estimating numbers and the 
reluctance to take an adequate harvest, the 
herds have often outgrown the carrying ca- 
pacity of their range. ‘This has resulted in 
widespread starvation, undernourishment and 
lowered reproductive capacity. It has also, in 
many instances, destroyed the carrying capacity 
of the fange for a long period of years because 
the food plants have been literally eliminated 
from the forest by overbrowsing. 


WE’RE IN NO DANGER of such a catastrophe 
in Missouri for a long time to come, although 
certain areas may become over-populated. The 
15,000,000 acres of Ozark forest, as more and 
more of it is protected from fire and brought 
under good timber management, will increase 
steadily in carrying capacity. Moreover, even 
though each year brings reports of more deer 
being seen over a wider area of the state, 
. there is still a lot of good deer range which is 
virtually unpopulated today. One of our jobs, 
therefore, is to map out these areas and to 
plant them with deer from the heavily popu- 
lated parts of the range. 

As to total numbers, the Commission has set 
the conservative figure of approximately 30,000 
adult deer for the past three seasons. Many 
foresters believe this figure is low; some sports- 
men, basing their opinion on the number of 
deer harvested, feel it may be high. 

* * * 

. WELL—WE FINALLY turned into our bunks 
with the conclusion that there is much still té 
be learned about deer; and that, come morning, 
we'd test a hunting technique which Buck Horn- 
kohl and I have long advocated but had few 
opportunities to carry out. This was to make 
a deer drive in territory which we had thor- 
oughly explored so that we knew the feeding 
and bedding grounds, routes of travel and 
crossings. 

We went to sleep with firelight flickering on 
the cabin walls and it seemed hardly more than 
a moment before I heard old Walter stirring 
about and smelled the fine aroma of boiling 
coffee and bacon in the skillet. Getting up in 
the warm room was a different tale from the 
previous morning, when we had shaken snow 
off the bedrolls before climbing out. Break- 
fast was soon eaten and we were off down- 
stream in Wright’s motorboat, wrapped in all 
the clothes we owned and hoping the heavy 
mist wouldn't turn into a downpour before we'd 
had an opportunity to hunt the first hollow. 

Once we were there the campaign was laid 
out. We beached the boat, pulling it well up 
on shore. It was decided that T. L. and I 
should make the first stand; he on a low saddle 
at the back of the hollow and I to one side 
where a point ran to the valley. Buck went 
clear around to the back of the ridge overlook- 
ing the saddle crossing, while the other drivers 
took positions on the ridge close to the river. 

* x * 

IT WAS NO MORE than 30 seconds after 
Buck had let out the pre-arranged-whoop which 
started the drivers toward each other and to- 
ward our stands, when I heard deer moving 
through the brush. Two or perhaps more went 
steadily up a deep draw somewhere between 

. L. and me and were soon out of hearing. 

hen I heard a cautious movement in the tim- 
ber; and out into an opening perhaps 80 yards 
away stepped two deer. One was plainly a doe 
and the other a buck. But the mist was com- 
ing down heavily and it was impossible to dis- 
tinguish the points on his antlers. About that 
time one of the drivers let out another yell 
and those deer came driving up the point at 
a hard run. The forks on the antlers were 
clear enough now, my big Winchester spoke 
once and there was “venison in camp.” 

We hunted out two more hollows and moved 
several deer, but the mist closed in and turned 
to hard rain and we got no more shots. Fin- 
ally back at the cabin, we agreed on several 
points: That deer can be successfully driven 
in country where there are no hunters wander- 
ing aimlessly about and shooting at every 
sound or motion in the brush; that it pays to 
scout the ground carefully before making the 
drive; and finally that we’d do our best to be 
there when the season opens again next year.

How to Save Dumplings From Extinction 


They Can be Light and Fluffy, If Little Woman Will Follow Directions

ened with extinction. This is un- 
fortunate, because in the realm 
of simple but delicious foods there 
are few things that compare with 
a light, fluffy, well-seasoned

chicken and gravy, or hand in 
hand with a good stew. 

It’s a man’s dish and it~ is 
guaranteed to lead to happiness in 
the home. When properly made it 
will warm the heart of a dyspeptic 
and leave his digestion unruffled. 
But when, as is too often the case, 
it is served up with the consist-

ency and general flavor of a hunk ZY 


of putty, it can only lead’ to gas- 
tronomic strife and marital ufh- 
happiness. 

But life can be beautiful, and 
dumplings can be light and fluffy, 
if the little woman: will just fol- 
low the directions.

ling of this type, when being 
cooked with, for instance, stewed 
chicken, depends on how they are 
handled: Do it like this: 

Dish up a teaspoon or table- 
spoonful of the dough, depend- 
ing on what sizé dumplings you 
like, and drop them on top of the 
stewed chicken. If' you are stew- 
ing the chicken properly, the wa- 
ter-line will be well below the 
chicken, so put the dumplings on 
top of the pieces of chicken, tak- 
ing care they don’t fall into the 
liquid. 

Another suggestion: Each time 
you drop a dumpling, dip the 
spoon in the hot broth. This

Have your salted water boiling. 
Drop the pieces gently into the 
water, stirring gently for a min- 
ute or two, to keep them from 
sticking to the bottom. The dump-

HRISTMAS breakfast is an 

important event in many 

households. Where there are 
children, the day begins early, 
although it is never soon enough 
for the young fry.

Christmas Star Coffee Cake. 

One package granular yeast, 
one-fourth cup lukewarm water, 
one-half cup milk, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, two ta- 
blespoons melted shortening, two 
and one-half cups sifted flour, 
one egg, beaten; three tablespoons 
melted butter or margarine, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one-fourth cup 
chopped candied cherries, one- 
fourth cup chopped green and 
yellow candied pineapple; confec- 
tioners’ sugar icing. 

Soften yeast in lukewarm water. 
Scald milk. Add sugar, salt and 
two tablespoons melted shorten- 
ing. Cool to lukewarm. Add flour 
to make a thick batter. Mix well. 
Add softened yeast and egg and 
beat well. Add enough more flour 
to make.a soft doygh. Turn out 
on lightly floured board and 
knead until smooth and satiny. 
Place in greased bowl. Cover and 
let rise in warm place tuntil dou- 
bled (about one and one-half 
hours). When light, punch down 
and let rest 10 minutes. Roll out 
to circle 12 inches in diameter. 
Place rolled-out dough on greased 
baking sheet. Brush with melted 
butter or margarine. Mix sugar 
and chopped fruit. Spread even- 
ly over dough. With scissors cut 
six pie-shaped sections by cutting 
from center toward edge, cutting 
only to within an inch of outer 
edge. Roll up each section like 
butterhorn roll, starting at center. 
Curve center of each roll toward 
middle of coffee cake. Pull ends 
outward ‘to form a star shape. 
Let rise until doubled (about 45 
minutes). Bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees) 15 to 20 minutes. 
— with confectioners’ sugar 
cing.

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of dogs seeking battle. And when 
the sound begins to draw near the 
stand of a mountain hunter, he 


flexes his cold hands a time or 


two, slips the safety catch off on 
his gun and curls a finger around 
the trigger. 

In these parts there are hunters 
who sneer at deer hunting as next 
to no sport and who think of dogs 
almost exclusively in terms of 
Plott hounds, a breed little-known 
outside the Southern Appalach- 
ians. The mountaineers here- 
abouts hunt deer, all right, but 
they measure a man’s hunting 
prowess in terms of savage Prus- 
sian boar and hard-to-get black 
bear. For there’s an element of 
danger in hunting both boar and 
bear; and the high country where 
hey are sought by lean men and 
rangy dogs is perhaps the most 
rugged forested terrain in eastern 
North America. 

He who hunts boar and bear in 
Ahe Southern Appalachians—par- 
ticularly in the Cherokee and 
Nantahala National forests, in 
southern Tennessee and western 
North -Carolina—needs to be 
sound in wind and limb, reason- 
ably brave and extremely fast qn 
the trigger. Here it is possible to 
kill fierce tuskers wéighing up to 
300 pounds and standing three 
feet at the shoulder. It is possi- 
ble for a man to try his marks- 
manship on a 400-pound black 
bear whose natural fear of hu- 
mans has been turned to ravening 
rage by a pack of leather-tough 
dogs yapping at his heels for 
miles. It is also possible for a 
hunter to be killed or maimed if 
his shooting is slow or inaccurate.

OGS are killed every year by 

boar and bear they have 

brought to bay. In almost 
every pack there are scarred vet- 
erans of close clashes with long- 
toothed hogs and bear. There are 
men in the mountains today who 
are alive because of their dogs’ 
slashing courage. 

Most hunters in these parts 
would rather kill a bear than a 
boar, possibly because the former 
are scarcer and harder to get, 
but they'll usually settle for 
either. There’s one old hunter: up 
in these hills who is just living 
to get two more bear, so that he 
can claim 100 kills. aE aE 

You ii near mountaineers refer 
to the wild hogs as “Rooshian. 
boar,” but the tuskers rea are 
descendants of imported Hartz 
Mountains stock which got away 
from a game preserve a number 
of years ago. Their blood strain 
is anything but pure, thanks to 
the mountain razorbacks, but in 
almost all the characteristics of 
the Prussian boar predominate. 

To begin with, the Prussian 
mountain hog has _ practically 
nothing in common with the fat 
domestic porker. He’s not fat,

he’s not afraid of anything on two 
legs-or four when the chips are 
down, and he can run like a 
streak over country where a man 
can hardly walk. His*clashing 
teeth make a wicked sound. 

The Prussian boar (both male 
and female are commonly called 
boar by mountaineers) is dis- 
tinguished by his ranginess, his 
high,shoulders matted with wiry 
hair and his long snout. The male 
sports a air of curving tusks 
which he can use like a razor. 
Except for the long, thin head, 
the boar is shaped something like 
the American bison or buffalo, 
the high shoulders sloping off to- 
ward the long tail. Like the black 
bear, the wild hog lives off mast 
(nuts, such as acorns), berries and 
roots. Its flesh is. fine-textured, 
sweet and less greasy\than the 
meat of the domestic hog; but if 
the hams are cured they turn out 
a bit “gamy.” 

Boar and bear commonly are 
hunted at the same time, since 
the Plott hounds are trained to 
run either animal and pay no at- 
tention to lesser game. The first 
of the Plott strain reportedly 
were brought from Germany 


about 1750 by one Jonathan 
Plott. Whatever, the first dogs 
were (and nobody knows), their 
business in Germany was boar 
hunting. 

‘The Plotts you see in the 
mountains téday are mixed ani- 
mals, each having in him some 
redbone, blue-tick or maybe aire- 
dale or even some other breed. 
They are ‘not large dogs, and 
toward men they are as friendly 
as almost any other ol’ houn’ dog; 
but their characteristics — the 
traits for which they are bred 
and for which they are noted 
even outside the Appalachians of 
the South—are cotrage, tenacity, 
good noses and endurance.

HE best of them will trail 
their quarry for mileb—along 
ridges, up and down al- 
most sheer wooded slopes, 
through rhododendron thick- 
ets and across icy streams — 
and then close for the kill.

But we can add 
drama to them, adventure and 
beauty, as the Italian does when 
he or she sticks a sprig of bay 
in his gift of panetone.
